Even if the noble pastime of steer 
killing—like that of newspaper pub- 
lication—happens to be suspended 
momentarily in Sevilla on account of 


a labor dispute, there are plenty of 
other amusements left. I never knew 
till now that the Spaniards were such 
intense adepts of the cockfighting 
game. “Cock-fighting?” I said to my 
friends in Sevilla, “but that’s silly 
and barbarous.” 

“Don’t talk like an idiotic English- 
man,” they replied with heat. “It’s 
a question of national honor. There 
is no nobler sport, nor a more honest 
one than cockfighting. It is the only 
sport that leaves no chance for trick- 
ery. Football, boxing, even bullfight- 
ing do not begin to compare with it. 
The rooster is a gladiator, who goes 
into battle to meet victory or death. 
He does not care a rap about laurels 
or reward. He never postpones or 
flinches. The rooster is the bravest 
animal in existence. He throws his 
life into the balance without any in- 
tention to show off. Roosters fight 
till the bitter end, till death. The 
victor in a cockfight dies in the next 
combat. He dies of what he loves. 
For you can’t make two roosters fight 
if they don’t want to.” 


I do not want to be disrespectful 
to roosters, and least of all say some- 
thing that might hurt the national 
pride of the Spaniards, but I always 
looked upon the chicken race as about 
the most stupid “critters” on earth. 
Naturally, I did not say this to my 
friends in Sevilla. I pretended to be 
intrigued and came along to see a 
cockfight. 

On the way to the arena, a lawyer

PURGING THE BAR 


The approval by the court of 
appeals of Georgia of the disbar- 
ment by three Fulton county judges 
of a lawyer convicted of illegal and 
unethical practices is of far-reach- 
ing importance in that it is a sweep- 
ing decision upholding the rights of 
the courts to deprive lawyers who 
are unfit of the right to practice.

Another 25 per cent rise in the price of wheat is not inconceivable 
to the minds of the experts here, if the situation develops its most seri- 


ous possibilities. 


Note—The possible effects on cattle, cotton and corn-hog prices are 


not yet considered to be serious. 


Cattle and meat prices may go down 


temporarily if farmers flood the market with steers they are unable to 


feed. 


That is what happened during the last drouth. 


Of course, this 


would mean much higher prices later on.

help the union party candidate, Mr. Lemke, to 
carry his home state and enlarge his poll in near-by drouth states. They 
figure that bad times will rouse the farmer-labor wrath, but they really 
do not know yet how much money the New Dealers will put into the

Considering the conduct of the 
Italians and the general quality of the 
journalism of the world at Geneva, 
there is not much to be said against 
Herr Greiser’s gesture. The Amer- 
icans and the British and, one pre- 
sumes, the Scandinavians, are respect- 
able enough but they are only a mi- 
nority and minorities donot rate 
much nowadays, The journalism of 
the world at Geneva includes not only 
the Italians but the Germans and 
Herr Greiser undoubtedly knows what 
German journalism is today. It also 
includes the French, whose journalism 
is famous throughout the world for 
its corruptness. Then there are rep- 
resentatives of Balkan papers and 
ublications in Russia and the orient. 
e majority of those at whom Herr 
Greiser thumbed his nose are pro- 
pagandists and even the statesmen 
who are sent in to plot with and 
against one another are in a position 
to look down on the fourth estate. 
There are said to be some members of 
the profession in Geneva who are 
secretly employed by ammunition com- 
panies and it is common talk around 
the bar outside the press room that 
the diplomats bribe certain brothers 
in the craft to lean one way or an- 
other in their articles. 


Can’t Bribe !t is impossible, of 
a course, to bribe the 
Italians. 


Italians or Germans 
because they have no 
voice in the selection or treatment of 
the material which they send out, The 
Italians and Germans do as they are 
told. They have a distinct feeling of 
inferiority in the company of the free 
journalists but for their defense they 
maintain an attitude of pride in their 
condition. The same thing may be 
noticed in the demeanor of the fair 
defendants on “ladies’ day” in certain 
American police courts following a 
general round-up of prostitutes on the 
streets. The ladies of the pavement 
develop an air of bravado and some- 
times wink at the judge and the Ital- 
ians and Germans boast of their de- 
votion to the lowest concept of 
journalism in the world. 

It would be interesting to hear just 
what Mr. Dino Alfieri, the Italian 
minister of propaganda, expected to 
— by organizing the outbreak of the 
talian correspondents against Haile 
Selassie. In Rome, Mr. Alfieri is a 
great puzzle to the members of the 
American and British press. He is 
not very bright at best and there are 
always rumors that Mussolini is go- 
ing to fire him and even stick him 
away on some island. Yet he hangs 
on from week to week, a pompous, 
vain bureaucrat in a petty job too, 
which, in the American scheme of 
government would just about corre- 
spond to a keeper of the scrapbooks. 
The foreign correspondents mimic him 
and laugh at him and delight to watch 
him grovel when Mussolini comes Dy.

Whistling. publicity in the Amer- 
ican papers but his 
understanding is limited to Italian 
journalists who have to do as he tells 
them and he is always being disap- 
pointed in his clippings from the 
states. He probably thought the 
Americans would be awed to read that 
his journalists in Geneva had gone 
into the meeting with tin whistles 
and clackers to heckle the deposed Em- 
peror of Abyssinia. Possibly he got 
the idea from reading about the me- 
chanical cheers and the parade of the 
job-holders in the democratic conven- 
tion. If you could see Dino saluting 
and cringing in the presence of the 
Duce you would not expect much from 
the body of journalists who in turn 
salute him and take their orders from 
him, 

In our contempt for Dino Alfieri’s 
demonstration from the press coop 
there is a feeling of satisfaction, too, 
for the American press. The more the 
journalists of the rest of the world 
reveal themselves the better we look.

Their immense business is con- 
ducted with perfect system and each 
man in the aggregation fills his place 
in producing the harmonious working 
of the whole.

The performance itself was only 
the average circus performance, witu 
a great deal that was neither new 
nor remarkable, but with a feature 
here and there that was far above the 
vrdinary even in that line, ‘he 
trouble is in attempting to do tov 
much. Had the program been exe- 
cuted in the old style, in one ring, 
it might have been tov long: but it 
would have impressed the public far 
more than when distributed amung 
three rings. ‘The spectator becomes 
bewildered and catches a good thing 
only now and then, while he misses 
possibly two or three other brilliant 
acts. ‘There could have been no com- 
plaint for want of variety. There 
was a little of everything and 
done, at least, with the usual skill of 
the circus performer. 

Several innovations were intro- 
duced, among them a female _ ring- 
master and a female clown. Trilby on 
horseback, a skirt dance on horseback, 
and a serpentine dance on horseback 
are others.

ples. In its acrobatic department, 
the aerial.swinging and leaping and 
high trapeze work were very fine in- 
deed; and with the equestrian accom- 
plishments of the Meeks sisters, par- 
ticularly, when the two rode one 
horse, constituted the most mesitori- 
ous parts of the performance. A 
notable feature also was the perform- 
ance in the ring of a herd of ele- 
phants, among other things going 
through a quadrille. It is sucha 
performance and, to quote the voluble 
agent again, such an aggregation of 
panoramic novelties, with much that 
is old, that the publie generally will 
leave the big tents fully satisfied that 
they have received their money's 
worth.

“) THE PLANET WITH RINGS 


IlI—Nine Moons. 
Saturn is the only planet in our 


solar system which has rings, and we 
may ask, “How did the rings happen 
to form around that planet?” 

There seems to be only one good 
answer to that question—that Saturn 
happened to have one or more moons 
which were too close to the surface to 
stay solid. The earth’s moon is almost 
a quarter of a million miles from the 
earth, but it has enough gravity to 
cause ocean tides. If there were an 
ocean on the moon, the earth’s gravity 
would make higher tides there than 
any we know, but the moon is far 
enough away so the earth’s gravity 
does not shake it to pieces. 


Six of Saturn’s moons ‘in a line. 


Saturn is far larger than the earth 
and has more gravity. It is believed 
that long, long ago one or more moons 
existed less than 40,000 miles from 
Saturn, but the gravity power was 
so strong as to break them up. If 
that is really what happened, 
ring parts are simply pieces of a moon, 
or moons, broken while moving too 
close to the planet, 

Saturn has other moons which show 
no signs of being smashed by the 
planet's gravity. They are beyond the

Saturn is known to have at least 
nine moons. There may be one or two 
others of very small size; in fact a 
tenth moon was reported some yearé 
ago, bat certain proof has not been 
that it is there. 

The largest of the nine moons 
is known as Titan, which is bigger 
than the moon going around the earth. 
Its diamater is about 2,600 miles, 
and it is three quarters of a million 
miles from the surface of Saturn. It 
makes a complete trip around the 
planet in only 16 days, which means 
that it travels much faster than our 
moon. 

The little moon Phoebe is farther 
from Saturn than any of the others, 
having an average distance of a lit- 
tle more than 8,000,000 miles. Phoebe 
takes 550 days (about 1 1-2 years) to 


'make a complete trip around the plan- 
et. 


It is the smallest of the moons, 


the diameter being only 150 miles. 


If there were people on Saturn, 
they would have glorious sights to see

Sad to say, the planet seems 
to be a dead world, thickly coated 
with ice. Dr. H. S. Jones, astronomer

North’s two spade bid was well cho- 
sen to take advantage of the part- 
score, and at the same time to act as 
a mild shutout. East was tempted to 
bid three diamonds, but had visions 
of a large penalty in case he found 
partner with a ‘“‘bust,” and discreetly 
decided to pzss. 

West selected what turned out to 
be an excellent opening, the diamond 
ten. Dummy played low, East sig- 
naled a “come-on” with the seven, and 
declarer won with the ace. Now, 
without the slightest calculation of 
the danger to which he was exposing 
himself, declarer went about drawing 
trumps. The third round disclosed 
the bad news that East had had four 
trumps. Suddenly the declarer awoke 
to the necessity of establishing his 
heart suit. He led to dummy’s quee". 
East gobbled up the trick, planked 
down the high spade to draw decilar- 
er’s last, and rattled off five dia- 
mond tricks. Net result, 200 points 
for the defenders! 

How simple the correct line of play 
would have been! Obviously, declarer 
had to establish hearts, and the time 
to do it was while dummy’s trumps 
protected his own short trump suit 
from a forcing attack. Declarers 
first play should have been to drive 
out the heart ace. He would have to 
follow to the diamond return, but with 
diamonds continued for a third round 
he simply should toss a losing cluo 
on the trick. From there on the de- 
fenders would be helpless. LHast's 
best play would be a club. Dummy 
would win the ace, and three rounds 
of trumps would be drawn, leaving 
Fast with the high trump. Declarer 
then simply would cash heart tricks 
until East ruffed in, eventually con- 
ceeding another club trick to the 
enemy. 

The difference between making the 
ice-cold contract, game and rubber, 
and going down two tricks, was 760 
points, which was considerably aug- 
mented by the fact that the opponents 
made rubber on the next hand,

CHICAGO, July 7.—(/)—In hectic 
price changes rarely equaled, wheat 
today jumped 4 1-2 cents to topmost 
levels since 1934, smashed downward 
virtually 6 cents, and rebounded a 
cent. 

Wheat closed excited, 1-8 to 3-4 un- 
der yesterday's finish, July 105 5-3 to 
105 3-4, September 105 3-4 to 108, 
December 106 7-8 to 107 1-8, corn 
2 5-8 to 2 7-8 up, July 78 3-4, Sep- 
tember 77 3-4 to 78, December 43 1-2 
to 73 3-4, oats at 1-8 decline to 5-3 
gain, September 37 1-2 to 37 3-4, and 
rye 7-8 to 5-8 down, September 71 1-2 
to 71 7-8. The outcome in provisions 
ranged from 20 cents setback to 10 
cents advance. 

Corn, oats and barley, all influenced 
by drouth losses to crops, rose at 
times to the top limits permitted, re- 
spectively 4 cents, 3 cents and 5 cents, 
but reacted when wheat turned weak. 
Rye receded because of selling ascribed 
to foreigners. 

Provisions took their cue principally 
from grains. Warehouse interests 
were conspicuous late sellers of lard.

Mrs. Tom Ellis, a former neighbor, 
said the “Goat Woman” had told her 


she was reared in Virginia and that’ 


her family name was Sherwood. Her 
first husband was William West. a 
lecturer. After his death she met Vil- 
lemonte while she was working as a 


_nurse in Excelsior Springs, Md. They 


were married 15 years ago. Mrs. Ellis 
said she believed the slain woman had 
been wealthy. | 

Heizer, who- handled legal matters 
for her, said Mrs. Villemonte was 
“brilliant and had a musical educa- 
tion.” 
Ure’s story, told to Heizer, was 
that he shot her “because she said she 
from behind. He said she was not 
to kill her.” 

The man denied, Heizer said; he had 
taken any money from the house.

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Jefferson’s plan to abolish slavery 
gradually over a period of years was 
defeated, Ambassador Dodd said, be- 
cause John Marshall, chief justice of 
the United States, and other justices, 
insisted such a plan would be uncon- 
stitutional. 

Citing Jefferson's administration as 
one of “three great struggles in. our 
history which people need to review 
occasionally in order to see how 
Presidents have labored and some- 
times lost,” Dr. Dodd declared: 

That when Jefferson endeavored to 
apply a plan for gradual abolition of 
slavery in 1807, a minority group of 
his “‘own followers in the south join- 
ed opponents from the north and de- 
feated him. 

“The President said civil war 
would plague the country if slave- 
holders continued their minority con- 
trol in state and congress,”’ the speak- 
er said, “and it is a sad fact that 
John Marshall and other justices of 
the supreme court more than once 
afterwards did their utmost to main- 
tain slavery and minority govern- 


| ment.” 


(Chief Justice Marshall's stand was 
that slaves were property, and that 
the right to property was sacred un- 


| der the constitution. 


After naming Abraham Lincoln and 


Woodrow Wilsen as other great Presi- 
| dents who had been balked hy “mi- 


norities,” Dr. Dodd jumped to 1933 
and said: 

“In 1983 democracy was every- 
where in grave danger, and the worst 
economic collapse ever known fell 
upon the United States. . President 
Roosevelt entered, like Jefferson, upon 
his difficult task.”
